The favourite to win this race judging 
by his recent performances, will be Neil 
Corner in his 1959 G.P. Aston Martin 
DBR4/250, fitted with a 3 litre engine 
as used in the Tasman races. Peter 


Brewer will be driving a similar car, but 


the ‘crux of the matter is whether it will 
be fitted with a 23+ G.P. or 3 litre Tas- 
man engine; at a meeting last month 
where Neil beat him, Peter was under 
the impression his own car had a 3 litre 
engine, but as he was putting it on his 
transporter after the meeting he noticed 
a little plate on the engine which an- 
‘tt he had only been driving a 2+ 
itre . 


Serious challengers to these two cars 
will be the 2+ litre G.P. Lotus 16 of 
Bill Wilks, and the Maseratis of Colin 
Crabbe and Tony’ Merrick. Colin 
Crabbe’s is a normal 1956 250F, a type 
which has been enormously successful in 
historic car racing, and which won the 
Manufacturers’ Championship in _ its 
heydey in 1957. Tony Merrick drives 
the Tec-Mec Maserati, Colotti’s lighter 
and smaller vers'on of the 250F, which, 
unfortunately, was. already outdated 
against the rear-engined cars when it 
made its first and only G.P. appearance 
in the 1959 United States Grand Prix. 
Today it makes its second appearance in 
this country, and it obviously has great 
possibilities in historic racing once it is 
sorted out. Tony is a very successful 
E.R.A. driver, who has also raced a 
modern M.G., whilst Colin Crabbe has 


raced everything from a 1910 Renault 


to a Ford GT 40, both this country 
and abroad. | ha: 

To coniplete. the field of aa 
cars we have Cooper-Bristols driven by 
Stephen Curtis from Exeter, and Barry 
Simpson who runs a garage not far from 
Brands Hatch at Eynesford, near Dart- 
ford. These two will be challenged by 
Frank Lockhart in his © single-seater 
Rover, a special experimental car built 
and raced by the Solihull works in 1948 
and the oniy single- seater Rover . ever 
built. 


Favourite amongst the pre-war cars 
will be Peter Waller’s 1936 E.R.A., with 
its beautiful sounding 6 cylinder super- 
charged 1+ litre Riley-based engine. 
Close to him is likely to be Bernard 
Kain’s classic 1926 supercharged 8 cyl- 
inder 2.3 litre 35B Bugatti, a notable 
chaser of E.R.A.s. Patrick Marsh's im- 
maculate black E.R.A. was once owned 
by Richard Seaman and Bandleader Billy 
Cotton, whilst Ray Potter is completing

the Alan Mann Racing Ltd. Ford Escort 
FVA: Brian Muir (like Gardner an 
Australian) cannot now be beaten in 
the over-1600 cc class with Bill Shaw’s 
mighty Ford Falcon, while John Rhodes, 
third overall at present in the cham- 
pionship table, is too far ahead in the 
Cooper Car Company’s Mini-Cooper 
"S$ for his nearest rival, John Fitz- 
patrick in the Team Broadspeed/ Bristol 
Street Group Ford Escort GT, to wrest 
the 1000 - 1300 cc class from his firm 
grasp. So far as this championship is 
concerned, it is a matter of whether 
Leslie Nash in his Anglia can catch up 
with Gordon Spice’s Austin Cooper 
“S$” in the up-to-1000 cc category. 


In the Lombank Saloon Car Entrants 
Championship which runs concurrently, 
Alan Mann Racing Ltd, are already win- 
ners with their Gardner-driven Escort 
but there is still a scrap between the 
Cooper Car Company and Bill Shaw’s 
Ford Falcon driven by Brian Muir for 
second spot. 


Yet, with a £500 first prize and a 
race distance of more than 200 kilo- 
metres (justifying the title ’’ 200” for 
the event), the seasonal championship 
will be more than overshadowed as all 
the contestants get down to some real 
motor racing. — | 


What a field it it, with the saloon 
car champions for years past — Gard- 
ner, Rhodes, Fitzpatrick and that fear- 
less Falcon pilot, Roy Pierpoint — all in 
the lists, and lots more of the fastest 
saloon men to challenge them.

The E.R. Hall Trophy Race 


By Paul Watson 


lt would be pretty accurate to say that 
the British Automobile Racing Club have 
gathered together one of the finest and 
most representative fields ever seen in 
Formula 3 since its inception at the 
beginning of 1965. 

A quick glance at the list of runners 
shows representation, not only from all 
parts of the British Isles, but from 
thirteen other countries, and from every 
single continent. From Europe we have 
drivers crossing the sea from Sweden, 
Denmark, Germany, France, Italy, Swit- 
zerland and Holland, not to mention the 
Republic of Ireland. There is a driver 
from the United States of America, an- 
other from far-away Japan, and even a 
French speaking driver from Madagas- 
car! Australasia is represented by several 
Australian and New Zealand drivers. In 
all, the paddock area will hum to the 
tune of eight different languages during 
this the biggest and best British For- 
mula 3 race of the year. 

Formula 3 first came about in 1965, 
and followed on as a natural develop- 
ment from Formula Junior. It caters. 
for 1000 cc single-seater racing cars 
with engines that must be based on 
normal production specifications — al- 
though that’s where the similarity to 
your family saloon ends! Each car must 


have four forward speeds and reverse, 
and only one carburettor is allowed, 
fuel-injection being forbidden. 


The Formula is looked upon as a step- 
ping stone between club racing, as seen 
at Brands Hatch on many weekends 
throughout the year, and the much 
more powerful Formula 2 class in which 
fully fledged Formula One Grand Prix 
drivers mix it with the best of the up- 
and-comings. Many, many top drivers 
have come up through the ranks of 
Formula Junior and Formula 3, including 
former World Champion John Surtees 
and the late Jim Clark, as well as cur- 
rent World Champion Denny Hulme 
who drove in this country with a 
Junior Cooper after arriving from his na- 
tive New Zealand. Jackie Stewart, Derek 
Bell, Jacky Ickx, Jean-Pierre Beltoise 
and many others had the same begin- 
nings. Henri Pescarolo, was last year’s 
unofficial champion of Formula 3. 


Formula 3 is also the mainstay of inter- 
national racing as a whole, with more 
events for this type of ‘car in Europe than 
for any other class of racing. Most of 
the drivers you see here today divide 
the months between April and October 
in just about every West European

country and behind the Iron Curtain 
too! They race not only for the glory 
but for the sometimes rich purses of 
gold’ offeed by organisers as_ far 
apart as Finlahd’ and Spain or Portu- 
gal and Czechoslovakia, literally days 
before the recent ‘ uprising.”” Today 
the prize money exceeds £2000. © 


However, the 1968 European racing 
season is now virtually over, and. with 
only a few more races left a vast ma- 
jority of the F3 “ Circus “’ have made 
their way here to the Kentish Hills for 
today’s race. 


The Cars 


In all there are nine Tecno’s entered, 
these cars being manufactured in Nor- 
thern Italy. Without doubt the Tecno 
is this year’s most successful Formula 3 
marque, a position it took over from the 
French Matra concern at the beginning 
of this season. Two of the Tecno’s, 
entered by Racing Team Holland, are 
equipped with the Dutch DAF _ auto- 
matic transmission, which is something 
unique in motor racing circles, in that 
it dispenses with the use of a clutch. 
The Tecno-DAF-Fords are driven’ by 
last year’s winner of the ’200’ Mike 
Beckwith, and Dutch Champion Gijs 
Van Lennep. You can pick them out 
by their bright orange colours. 


Also present is the fiery Swedish Cham- 
pion Ronnie Peterson in another Tecno, 
and his great rival Reine Wissel. These 
two are probably the most successful 


individual drivers this year, for they 


have waged an incessant battle, not 


Only in Scandinavia, but throughout 


Europe during the last seven and a half 
months. | 


Another ferce Tecno driver is the ex- 
perienced Manfred Mohr from West 
Germany, a particular specialist on the 
Italian Monza _ circuit outside Milan. 
Mohr brings his No. 2 driver Giancarlo 
Gagliardi with him to drive an interest- 
ing De Sanctis, a marque that won prac- 
tically every race in Italy during 1966. 
Other. Tecno’s are driven by the Ameri- 
can Peter de Meritt, German Renfold 
Unold, Frenchman. Francois «Chevalier 


and the English driver John Morrison. 
Most of our other overseas visitors are 
driving British cars, the exception being 
Max Bonnin of Madagascar with a last- 
year's Matra MS5 monocoque chassis. 
There are several very rapid Brabham 
drivers from the continent, particularly 
UIf Svensson, Patrick Champin, Jurg 
Dubler, Jean-Francois Gerbault, Bern- 
hard Baur, and not forgetting the very 
fast Japanese driver Tetsu. Ikuzawa, 
the Rising Sun emblazoned on his white 
Car. | ge 


The Home Front 


And what of the Home-Front opposi- 
tion. In Heat One this should come 
mainiy from Brands Hatch expert Tony 
Lanfranchi (Merlyn), Alan Rollinson 
in one of the Red Rose Motors Chev- 
ron’s, Peter Gaydon in the S.M.R.T. 
Titan, John Miles in the new works 
Lotus 41X which won so well at the 
British Grand Prix. meeting; with out- 
siders Cyd Williams, Bond, Saye and 
Hanson in Brabham’s. 


In Heat Two it should be the very up- 
and-coming Australian Tim Schenken 
with the Sports Motors Chevron, the 
experienced Chris Williams in another 
Red Rose Motors Chevron; Mo Nunn 
should do well in his Lotus 41, while 
outsiders are Berry, Beuttler, Keens, 
Maskell and Morgan in Brabham’‘s and 
Ken Crook’s Lotus 41. 


To predict a winner would be almost 
impossible, but for my money it. will 
come from one of the following thir- 
teen: Tetsu. Ikuzawa (Japan), Gijs 
van Lennep (Holland), Ronnie Peterson 
(Sweden), Manfred Mohr (West Ger- 
many), Chris. Williams (UK), Tim 
Schenken (Australia), Mo Nunn (UK), 
Ulf ‘Svensson (Sweden), Mike Beckwith 
(UK), Reine Wissel (Sweden), Alan 
Rollinson (UK), John Miles (UK) or 
Tony Lanfranchi (UK).
